The Coeur d’Alene Outbreak 
Repressed, 


Troops Now Camped at Nearly Every 
Important Point, 


Strikers’ Outrages Cease on the Ar 
rival of the Regulars. 


Dynamiters to be Shot onthe Spot—The 
Story of the Massacre at Old 
‘Mission Greatly Exag- 

gerated, 


by Telegraph to The Times, 

Spokane (Wash.,) July 14, _[By the 
Associated Press.} A special to the 
Review from Wallace, Idaho, says: **The 
Coeur d'Alene country is now in control 
of the Federal! authorities. Troops are 
in camp at nearly every important 
point. There was a general movement 
of troops this morning from Cataldo, 
under command of Gen. Carlin. At 
noon today five companies from Van- 
couver and three,from Fort Sherman 
arrived here and immediately went 
into camp. Inspector-General Curtis of 
the militia isin command with Capt. 
Budd as second officer. The town is 
now under martial law and a procla- 
mation to that effect has been posted in 
all conspicuous places. The strikers 
have been orderly and quiet since the 
arrival of the troops,”’ 

Another Review special says: ‘‘Wal- 
lace was in control of,an armed and 
rabid mob all last night. Upon the ar- 
rival of the union men from Wardner 
yesterday many proceeded to get 
drunk. During the night the strikers 
held high carnival. This morning a 
number of non-union men came down 
from the Granite mine to be paid and 
leave the country. They went to the 
Wallace bank to get their checks 
cashed, but a number of the strikers 
marched in a body into the bank and 


ordered them to leave town. They 


hurried to the depot and got ontoa 
train, The strikers then marched back 
to the bank and told the officials there 
that if all non-union men were not de- 
livered up in an hour the bank would-be 
blown up with dynamite. 

“Excitement became intense and the 
miners became more arrogant. Com- 


mittees of the strikers waited upon 


several of the people and told them to 
leave town. ayor Dunn senta mes- 
sage to Gen. Carlin andthe troops were 
hurried into the town. The message 
was no sooner wired than one of the 
strikers went into the telegraph office 
and drawing a rifle on the operator 
ordered him to send no more messages 
to Wardner. The troops are now one 
and the people are thankful.’ 

Watuacs (Idaho,) July 14. 
Sims has summoned a jury to investi- 
gate the killing of the men in the 
’Frisco mine explosion. The jury will 
convene Saturday morning. The 
bridges between here aud Mullan have 
all been repaired and trains are running 
on tinte. 

An appeal has been made to Senators 


Palmer of Illinois, and Sanders of Mon- 


tana, Congressman Dixon of Montana, 
Sweet of Idaho, and Watson of Georgia, 
for a Congressional investigation of the 
Coeur d’Alene troubles, The appeal is 
signed by Peter Buren of the Butte 
Miners’ Union, and C. F. Bushnell, at- 
torney for the Miners’ Union, and a 
large number of citizens. As far as 
knowa only one person, a man named 
Abbott, was shot at Old Mission. He 
is now in the hospital here, and may 


die. He says a number of men were 


j killed, but no bodies can be found. 
Searching parties are now out. 

Spokane (Wash.,) June 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The special corre- 
spondent of the Review was warned by 
strikers to leave Wallace this evening. 
He was offered protection by Capt. 
Babb, in command there, but after con- 
sulting with friends concluded that it 
was best to leave, as he could be of no 
service to his paper lying around a 
military camp. He. therefore went to 
Wardner, bat has not since been heard 
from. 

‘Lhe Review has taken an advanced 
position in denouncing the lawless ac- 
tions of the mob, and the strikers are 
reported to feel very bitter against it. 

A telephone message just received 
from Wallace says that a loud explo- 
sion has been heard in » ag direction of 
the granite mill, two miles away. Itis 
thought by the owner, Van B. Delashb- 
mutt, thatithas been blown up. The 
troops are now en route to the scene. 

Foreman Monaghan, of the Gem 
mine, who was reported slain in the 
fight near Old Mission, has turned up 
all right. He ran for his life and 
plunged intothe river and swam it. 
After lying in the bushes for two days 
he made his way to Coeur d’Alene City.

Fedora) Troops ia Contro: Control and Doing Their

 Wasnrworom, Pally 14.—/By the Anso- 
clated Press.].

Ri: ts Add to the Horrors of tiie Disease in 
Russia. 

St. Pererspurs, July 14.—{By Cable 
and Associated Press.| Since the last 
report twenty new cases of cholera and 
eleven deaths have been reported at 
Simbirsk. Some doctors here assert 
that cholera has appeared in Moscow, 
where there are thirty-five cases in the 
hospital, but nodeaths have occurred. 
The disease continues to spread in 
towns in the infected districts. It is re- 
portedthat it has broken out in the 
village of New Jeletzt. Astrakhan 
has become the chicf nursery of chol- 
era on this side of the Caucasus. The 


epidemic advances rapidly there and 


not elsewhere. The latest reports from 
Astrakhan says that in one day 225 
persons were attacked with cholera 
and 102 others died. 

The Astrakhan Messenger publishes 
details of recent riots at that place, 
growing out of the epidemic. It says 
the mob held the town two days. The 
hospital was burned to the ground, and 


all the medical staff more or less in- 
}jured, One doctor and his assistant 


were brutally beaten by the mob and 
trampled to death. Patients in the 
hospital were carried to the banks of 
the Volge and fed with milk, as a sup- 
posed antidote to the poison adminis- 
tered by the doctors. Several suc- 
cumbed to this extraordinary treat- 
ment. Only the firing by infantry of 
volieys of shot brought the maddened 
men to reason.

BRAGG TOLD THE TRUTH.. 


Sensational Developments in the 
Sanchez: Case. 


An Old Deed Turns Up at an Inop 
portune Time, 


Showing That Two Men Have Will- 
fully Committed Perjury. 


Manuel Cota and Henry Vejar to Be In- 
dicted—A Queer State of Affairs De- 
veloped by the Discovery of 


The trial of the case of Encarnacion 
Sanchez vs. B. F. Bragg et al., an ac- 
tion to quiet title to a piece of land in 
the Cadierque tract, was concluded be- 
fore Judge Shaw in Department Five 
yesterday morning, the matter being 
ordered submitted on briefs. 

During the progress of this case a 
sensation was created by a disclosure 


which, though apparently of small mo-. 


ment, may develop into a large-sized 


sensation, and land two of the princi-. 


pal witnesses for the prosecution in the 
Bragg forgery cases in the penitentiary 
for perjury. . It will not, however, 
affect Bragg’s innocence or guilt in the 
slightest degree, except in so far as his 
veracity is concerned. The facts elic- 
ited by this and the Bragg cases, are as 
follows: 

Shortly before the death of Jean 
Cadierque, which occurred in January, 
1886, Manuel Cota induced him to 
leave his grandmother’s house and 
dwell with him. The object of this was 
‘| readily apparent, for after Cadierque 
died, 1t was found that he had made a 
will, leaving a few little things to his 
grandmother and the balancé of his 
estate, consisting of $800 in cash and 
two lots, to Cota. Balvina Duarte de 
Abila determined to contest this will,and 
entered into an agreement with Bragg 
to fight it, whatever should be awarded 
to her if successful, to be divided be- 
tweenthem. On June 6, 1886, Ccta, 
however, conveyed the lots to Henry 
Vejar, his nephew. On June 12 a fam- 
ily meeting was had, at which the mat- 
ter was fully discussed, and it was then 
agreed that Cota should be allowed to 
retain lot 2 of the Cadierque tract, 
valued at $600, while Balvina 
Duarte de Abila should take lot 
1, valued at $2000. On the same 
day Henry Vejar reconveyed the land 
to Cota, who in turn deeded lot 1 to 
Balvina Duarte de Abila, by whom it 
was conveyed to B. F. Bragg and his 
wife.. Nothing more was said or done 
in the premises until June 1890, 
when a dispute arose over the estate of 
Irenio Abila, deceased, of which Bragg 
was administrator, and these lots in the 
Cadierqne tract being involved, a search 
of the records was made, when it was 
found that Cota’s deed had not been 
recorded by Vejar. 

A search through Notary Public 
Kohler’s records revealed the fact that 
Vejar on January 21, 1886, had also 
acknowledged a‘deed to Cota’s son for 
these lots, but that also had not been 
recorded. The main pointin the San- 
chez case was, whether or not Vejar 
had ever conveyed these lots to young 
Cota, which he denied emphatically. 
It was subsequently admitted by Attor- 
ney Appel, however, that there was 
such a deed, and Vejar was called upon 
to produce it yesterday. 

Accordingly Vejar appeared in court 
yesterday morning with an old paper 
bag which contained the fragments of 
a badly preserved document. This, on 
being pieced together, proved to be not 
the deed required, but that which both 
Vejar and Cota*had sworn positively 
(in the Bragg case) had never been 
made, thus proving that the testimony 
of both Bragg and Mrs. Abila, in this 
respect, was true, and that the two 
men had willfully committed perjury. _. 

It is understood that the attention of 
the District Attorney will be called to 
this discovery with the view of prose- 
cuting Vejar and Cota.

TIRED OF LIFE. 


Suicide of the Wifs ofa 
at Savanna. 


She Took Strychnine and Died ina Few 
Minutes—No Cause Known for the 
Deed—Bedwell Again in 
Trouble. 


‘Yesterday morning a telephone mes- 
sage was received at the Coroner’s -of- 
fice to the effect that Mrs. S. Schirpser, 
the wife of a small storekeeper at 
Savanna, near El Monte, had committed 
suicide by taking poison. 

So far as known there was no. cause 
forthe rash act. The woman was the 
second wife of S. Schirpser, who for- 
merly kept a small general store on 
South Spring street, opposite the Court- 
house, in this city. Some months ago 
Shirpser moved to El Monte, where he 
remained until a short time ago, when 
he removed to Savanna. ‘The couple 
had one cnild,. and their domestic af- 
fairs were apparently happy. Yester- 
day morning Schirpser noticed that his 
wife was very restless, and kept moving 
about the house, going out in the yard 
once or twice. He asked her if she 
was sick, when she said no, and return- 
ing into the house went to the front 
door, which she opened, and after look- 
ing up and down the street for a few 
seconds, suddenly fell to the floorin 
convulsions. She was picked up and 
taken to her room, when her husband 
immediately sent for a physician. 
There was no suspicion as to suicide 
until the messenger started off for the 
doctor, when Mrs. Schirpser told her 
husband that it was useless, as it was 
too late for him to do any good. The 
messenger, nevertheless, started off. 
but the woman died in a few minutes 
without having made any explanation. 

A search of the premises was then 
made, when a bottle of strychnine was 
found, some of which had been taken, 
and the Coroner was notified. Word 
was then sentto the Coroner's office, 
but as Dr. Weldon was absent at Acton, 
holding an inquest on the body of John 
Downs, the Justice of the Peace at El 
Monte held the inquest on the body of 
Mrs. Schirpser. 


DRUNK ROLLER ON TRIAL. 


A Hard Character Before Police Justice 
Owens. 

The trial of F. P. Morrison, the burly 
“drunk roller,’? was commenced yes- 
terday before Justice Owens, and, after 
being partially heard, was continued 
until this afternoon at 2 o’clock. : 

Morrison is a disreputable character 
-who for some months past has been 
living with a negro prostitute, and in- 
cidentally ‘rolling’? drunks and levying 
blackmail in asmall way. The fellow 
claims to be a private detective, and 
wears a shield of the ‘‘Grannan Detec- 
tive Agency of Cincinnati,’’ under 
cover of which he does his ‘work. Some 
time ago Morrison picked up a young 
man named Mallard, who was drunk on 
the streets, and wastrying to get him 
off into a dark corner where he could 
go through him, when he was caught 
by Officer Halleran and taken to the 
police station, where he was locked 
up. Owing to some technicality the 
fellow can only be prosecuted on a 
charge of battery. He is a hard char- 
acter, and will peated be given a 
long term in jail. .

The 
pickets were advised to ask the in- 
comers if they were taking the places 
of straight workmen because they 
needed food for themselves and fam- 
ilies. If an affirmative reply was re- 
turned the committee was authorized 
to promise to help them until they 
could secure other work. The commii- 
tee was impressed with the necessity of 
using the utmost discretion. It is here 
that the only danger of a collision 
exists, as the strikers will certainly en-— 
deavor to talk to the non-union meh as 
they are broughtin. The patrols have 
been established for this sole purpose 
and if the militia does not permit argu- 
ment there may be an effort to have

Decision in Regard to the Estate of 
Remi Nadeau. 


The Amount of Commissions to Which 

the Executors Are Entitled— Action 
to Cancel a Deed—General 
Court Notes, 


The trial of the case against A. K.

Fraser were recalled in’ rebuttal and 
contradicted several of the Greck’'s 
statements. Both sides then closed 
and the matter, after lengthy argument, 
was submitted to the jury at 8:15 

Less than fifteen minutes later that

THE NADEAU ESTATE.

First—Where no compensation is pro- 
vided for by will executors must be allowed 
commissions upon the amount of the estate 
accounted for by them (C. C. P., sec. 1618.)

The appraised value of the real estate of 
deceased was $609,400. This was subject 
to incumbrances aggregating $169,375.80,

reason of said conveyance and provision in 
the will, and said assignees now petition 
the Court to be subrogated tothe rights of 
Jasper Harrell against the said estate. 
It would seem clear that the said convey- 
ance and covenant of deceased would be, 
as against creditors of deceased voluntary, 
and the said Laura Nadeau or her as- 
signees cannot therefor be subrogated to 
the full rights of Jasper Harrell as a cred- 
itor of said estate.

will be seen by the following from the 


The Baptist preachers were the first to 
ask for full information about the methods 
of Evangelist B. Fay Mills and to question 
among themselves as to the desirability of 
inviting a professed revivalist with ali the 
incident excitements and disturbance to the 
regular ordersofthe church. After some 
pointed remarks from a minority of the 
Baptist clergymen, who did not care to in- 
dorse Mr. Mills, that denomination as a 
whole joined,.with the other Protestant 
churches in preparing for the advent of 
Mills. 

But the querulousress did not ceasewhen 
the Baptists fell into line. The Methodists 
took it up.and are now conferring seriously 
before deciding upon the attitude of the 
church toward Mr. Mills. At the Methodist 
preachers’ meeting yesterday the revival- 
ist was the leading subject of discussion. 
Several of the pastors Whose churches are 
small and not rich objected to being as. 
sesscd $100, or any sum proportionately 
greater than was asked from _ other 
churches. Rev. Dr. R. S. Cantine, of the 
Van Ness Avenue Church, was especially 
emphatic. -

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Col. Crocker Talks on California 
Railroad Possibilities. 


Would Welcome It. 


More Changes in the Southern Pa” 
cific Local Train Service. 


Though a Little Read May Be Dead Its 
Fame May Liye—General Local 
and Personal 
Notes 


Col. C, F. Crocker was interviewed in 
San Francisco on the subject of a new 
road to California, and he professes to 
be at sea about that survey for a new 
transcontinental route crossing the 
Sierra range at the northeast end of 
the State at an altitude of 8,847 feet 
lower than the Central Pacific, with 
which the San Francisco and Salt Lake 
Company'is supposed to have some con- 
nection. They never heard of any such 
survey, nor do they believe that one 
has been madé for ay such route into 
the Sacramento Valley. 


Hesaid: “Railroadgare built on | bonds 
issued, and from all the reports which 
have been disseminated by the press of 
California as to the industrial and agri- 
cultural depression on the Coast it is 
not likely that the great capitalists of 
London, Paris, Berlin, Amsterdam and 
Frankfort would invest their money in 
the building of a new road to California. 
They would fail to see where it would 
be likely to be a paying investment. It 
has been charged frequently that the 
Southern Pacificis against new lines 
entering the State. Thatis not true. 
We would gladly welcome any road that 
will bring 20,000, 80,000 or 50,000 
families to Califernia and develop the 
resources of the State, for it would nec- 
essarily benefit the Southern Pacific. 
We want the people to come as badly as 
anybody, but do not see where they are 
likely to -come from in the immediate 
future.”’ 
SOUNDS LIKE ANCIENT HISTORY. 

A very useful little book, called the 
Official Railway List, is published once 
a year in New York. In the 1892 
edition, which has just come out, ap- 
pears some interesting information 
about the Los Angeles and Pacific, a 
road over which no wheels have run in 
more thantwyp years. The paragraph 


says that the road has thirty miles in 
operation, has four locomotives, twelve 
passenger cars and four miscellaneous 
cars. Along list of officers is given, 
but no reference made to the receiver 
in whose charge the bankrupt road has 
been since it ceased to be operated. 
The Official Railway List is too good a 
handbook to fall into the error of re- 
printing information which was correct 
once but which a lapse of time has 
made obsolete.
